 BRITAIN'S ATTITUDE FULLY EXPLAINED.

. London, January 14.° 
Mr. Clive, British Consul General at"Munich,.whose area in- 
‘cludes the Bavarian Palatinate, has proceeded there to obtain for 
the British Government direct and unbiassed information as ta the 
actual political situation. 
British suspicions that the Separatist movement in the Palat- 
inate has flourished merely us a result of outside influence brought 
to bear after the removal of normal palice protection against black- 
mail and intimidation. are strengthehed by the curious disregard 
shawn for constitutional methodg>” The German Constitution ex- 
pressly provides means whereby the inhabitants of the Palatinate 
could effect ‘an alteration in thé status. Actually, the necessary 
_machinery could be put into motion by no more than one-third of 
the votes. The disregard of constitutional means obviously strength- 
ens the conclusion that thore is no genuine desire for autonomy and 
that;the Separatist movement is being engineered by interested parties} . 
against the tree will of the inhabitants. As the Times has pointed 
* ont, striking protests against the claims of the Socialist “Autonomous 
Government” have incidentally been registered by both the Catholic 
clergy and Protestant Churches in the Palatinate. The crux of the 
whole controversy, in the British view, is that the Rhineland High 
-. Commission is without the power to confer. any form of recognition 
upon the so-called Autonomous Government. The Rhineland Agree- 
ment, which was reached between the Allies and Germany, limits 
the functions of the High Commission to supervising the safet; 
maintenance and requirements of the Armies of Occupation. 
Recognition could’ only be accorded by the Governments them- 
selves. i} J. 

Meanwhile, the French have capressed a desire to attach an 
official to the British Consul General, pending his invest-gation in 
- the Palatinate—a courtesy which has not been sought for, since the 

purpose of the investigation is to obtain a fearless oxpression of 
views from competent sources in the ares. The' French also desire 
to send further Freach officers into the Hritish Cologne zone to 
pursue certain investigations there. To this the British au- 
thorities offer no objection, though, as the Times points out, 

“as there are already between twenty and thirty important Erench 
officials, with large staffs attached; in Cologne, busily engaged in 
carrying ont investigations for France j in British territory, in addi- 
tion to the usual unofficial French service of espionage it is difficult 
to understand. what these new arrivals are expected to discover 
which has escaped their compatriots.”

Dri Sun Yat-sen 
despatched a force of Kwangsi 
treaps tu suppress the ,outbreak; 
but without any result until: late 
in the evening of the lath, 
when the Kwanz:i commander, 
General Lau-Tsun-waen, secured 
an armistice on conilition that 
ithe Fourth Division must remove 
‘to the East River, but Fatshan 
stall to be within the scope of its 
j influence, and thac , General 
Cheong K wong-leung must resign.

The possibility of a railway 
striké in “Britain and a miners’ 
dispute reminds us that there 
has not been ‘a big affair of 
this kind for a long time—so 
long has: the industrial peace 
lasted, in fact, that we are inclin- 
ed to forget the thrills. and trou- 
bles of previous labour disputes. 
In each of these, the ordinary 
citizens of the country responded 
to the call for volunteets in, a 
manner which showed the strik- 
ers that they had the majority of 
the people ‘against them, and 
when it came to a settlement 
there was always » tendency on 
fhe part of the men to meet the 
other side.in a give and take 
spirit. , Eventually, it became 
evident that Labour realised that 


jhigher wages simply could not 


be had, and tha: the falling cost 
-of living would necessitate their 
dropping their chief excuse for 
striking. Perhaps, with the pass- 
ing of the fevered phase of the 
war -and immediately after, a 
more sober dutlook has settled 


possibly realises by now the need

Only by the 
sternest of measures will a re- 
duction in arms carrying be 
brought about, and anything that 
tends further te reduce the num- 
ber of unlawful firearms here has, 
we,are sure, the wholehearted.
